The CSULB club paintball team is headed for 
the College Paintball National Championships.

Locked, loaded and ready to have 
fun, the Cal State Long Beach club 
paintball team headed into Florida 
on Tuesday in hopes of defending its 
championship title. 

Fifteen team members left for 
Lakeland, Fla., to compete in the Na- 
tional Collegiate Paintball Association 
(NCPA) College Paintball National 


Championships, which starts Friday 
and runs through Sunday, according 
to club team President and sophomore 
pre-business major Christian Jones. 

CSULB won the 2012 Class A cham- 
pionships by defeating the University 
of Nebraska at Omaha, according to 
Team Captain Jordan Tsai, a senior 
exercise science major. The team came 
up just short of a title the previous two 
years, Tsai said. 

Tsai said the team believes it has 
what it takes to repeat its success at the 
championships. 

“J don’t want to promise anything, 


but our team looks stronger than ever,” 
Tsai said. “If we don’t win, it will 
probably be our own fault.” 

Jones said he has the same confi- 
dence in the team. 

“We’ve been practicing more than 
we have any of the other years,” Jones 
said. “I feel really, really good because 
the same team that went last year is go- 
ing this year, minus one player.” 

CSULB will begin playing on Fri- 
day with three matches against Texas 
A&M University; the University of 
Tennessee and Kennesaw State Uni- 
versity, according to the NCPA web- 
site. Their results will determine any

No LONGER HIDING 


Proposed legislation 
leads an on campus 
group to call for 
reform.

Stories of undocumented students 
swayed on t-shirts strung across a 
clothesline in front of the University 
Bookstore on Wednesday. 

“T haven’t seen my mother nor my 
brothers,” one t-shirt read. “The pain 
is big, but so is the faith.” 

As a call to action for the sup- 
port of immigration reform, Future 
Underrepresented Educated. Lead- 
ers (FUEL), a support group for un- 


derrepresented students at Cal State 
Long Beach, hosted an event called 
Coming Out of the Shadows. 

The event is usually held in March 
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Students sit in the lawn outside the University Bookstore lis- 
tening to testimonies at FUEL’s event Wednesday. 


— National Coming out of the Shad- . 
ows month — but was repeated yes- 
terday from noon to 2 p.m. in front of 
the University Bookstore. Club mem- 


bers shared their messages through 
their personally designed shirts as 
well as through speeches held at ‘the 
event. 

“Coming out of the shadows” is a 
phrase derived from the LGBT com- 
munity, according to FUEL President 
Kenia Garcia. 

“We've been living in the shadows 
for so long that at some point we just 
can’t take it anymore, and the only 
exit is coming out and accepting the 
fact that we’re undocumented,” Gar- 
cia said. 

Community members, CSULB 
alumni and students at the event 
shared their stories about some of the 
situations that students undergo when 
being undocumented in the U.S. 

Adrian Toledo, a senior sociology 
major who spoke at the event, encour- 
aged undocumented students to reach

Court ruling 
prohibits 


use of maps 


apps while 


driving 
Drivers may no 
longer use the GPS 


system in their cell 
phones legally.

Getting lost will no longer excuse 
using a cell phone behind the wheel. 

A ruling in the case of People v. 
Spriggs in the Appellate Division of 
Fresno Superior Court was made pub- 
lic in April, clearing away the gray 
area surrounding cell phone use while 
driving. 

Steven Spriggs fought a ticket he 
received for driving while using a cell 
phone because he said he was using 
the maps application on his phone. The 
court ruled that California law, which 
bans texting while driving, concludes 
that the major issue was avoiding “the 
distraction the driver faces when using 
his or her hands to operate the phone.” 

“Distraction would be present 
whether the wireless telephone was 
being used as a telephone, a GPS 
navigator, a clock or a device for send- 
ing and receiving text messages and 
emails,” the ruling says. 

The ruling was filed March 21 but 
was made public in April, and the re- 
lease coincides with Distracted Driv- 
ing Awareness Month. In a statement 
released by the California Department 
of Motor Vehicles, agencies such as 
the California Highway Patrol and 
the California Office of Traffic Safety 
have promised high visibility enforce- 
ment against distracted driving in the 
month of April, according to a press 
release. 

Last year, 57,000 handheld cell 
phone and texting tickets were issued in 
the month of April alone, according to 
the DMV. Throughout the whole year,

University measures greenhouse gas emissions 


The CSULB survey is 
available until 
April 29.

In an effort to cut down on green- 
house gas emissions associated with 
commuting to Cal State Long Beach, 
the university is conducting a campus- 
wide survey to discover sustainable 
alternatives for commuters. 

A beach cruiser bike or an iPad will 
be raffled off as an incentive for par- 
ticipating in the survey, according to 
Energy and Sustainability Manager 
Paul Wingco. Students must leave a 
valid email to be drawn into the raffle. 

Reducing greenhouse gas emis- 
sions is a priority for CSULB, accord- 
ing to Wingco. In 2011, President F. 
King Alexander signed a commitment 
with the American College and Uni- 
versity Presidents’ Climate Commit- 
ment (ACUPCC) in an effort to reduce

global warming emissions, according 
to Wingco. The commitment includes 
conducting a greenhouse gas inven- 
tory. 

The greenhouse gas inventory is a 
report of the energy, natural gas and 


commuting emissions produced by the 
campus, according to Wingco. 

Seven other Cal State University 
campuses signed the agreement, in- 
cluding Cal State Northridge, Cal 
State Fullerton and Cal Poly Pomona, 


according to CSU Spokesman Erik 
Fallis. 

“The survey is to gather feedback 
on campus travel preferences,” Wing- 
co said. The information, he said, will 
help to quantify greenhouse gas emis- 
sions by students. 

In turn, students will get a chance 
to weigh in on viable alternatives for 
commuting to campus. Whether a 
student drives, carpools, vanpools or 
bikes, the feedback will help to de- 
velop new transportation options that 
could limit greenhouse gas release, 
Wingco said. 

A climate action plan will be sub- 
mitted in 2014 to offer solutions to re- 
duce CSULB’s greenhouse gas emis- 
sions, Wingco said. 

The survey will help to fill a gap of 
data missing on the travel patterns of 
students, Vice President of Administra- 

tion and Finance Mary Stephens said. 

“We’re very dependent on them 
[students] to respond to this,” Stephens 
said. “It would significantly contribute 

to our sustainability efforts.” 

The survey will be available from 
April 15 to 29 at daf.csulb.edu/trav- 
el-survey/index.html.

out to other people and to use the op- 
portunity they’ve been given through 
Deferred Action for Childhood Arriv- 
als (DACA). 

President Barack Obama signed 
DACA last year, halting the depor- 
tation of some undocumented youth 
for two years, according to Garcia. 
Toledo said that now was the time to 
mobilize and make something hap- 
pen. 

“We finally have some access to a 
public forum,” Toledo said. “We have 
two years to make something of it 
now.” 

Garcia said that the group asks for 
support of a general immigration bill 
that is humane and inclusive. 

“We want to emphasize the humane 
and inclusive part because we know 
that they’re always going to’ be fight- 
ing for who’s going to benefit,” Garcia 
said. 

The bill that the Gang of Eight in- 
troduced yesterday focuses on rein- 
forcement of the borders, according to 
Garcia. : 

“It’s kind of scary, especially be- 
cause our families are already living 
in fear, and what they’re asking is 
making them more fearful,” Garcia 
said. 

Coming Out of the Shadows started 
in Chicago in March 2010. Prior to the 
event, it was rare that students would 
say that they were undocumented, ac- 
cording to Garcia. 

“After seeing someone doing it, it’s 
more empowering,” she said. “You’re 
finally able to see that it’s OK to share 
it;

The phrase “punk is dead” could not be further 
from the truth this Saturday as Hamburger Mary’s 
Bar & Grille will host a hard-core show, thanks to a 
local punk enthusiast. 

The 18 and over gig features emerging power 
violence band ACxDC and includes hard-core bands 
Plagues, Tension, This Place is a Zoo, Short Temper, 
and Spreading Evictions. The event is being pro- 
duced by Long Beach resident Cory Gerhardt. 

“I know a lot of kids here in Long Beach who 
can’t go up to [Los Angeles] or Orange County to see 
ACxDC,” Gerhardt said. “In their hometown for six 
bucks, you can’t beat that.” 

The most anticipated performance this weekend 
is that of ACxDC. The band has a large and loyal fan 
base that keeps growing. 

“It’s the power of the internet,” he said. 

ACxDC vocalist Sergio Amalfitano said he is sur- 
prised by the amount of support the band sees at their 
shows, due to the fact that they only have one record 
when they started. 

For ACxDC, what began as a form of recreation ul- 
timately became something bigger. 

“You always start punk because you wanna have 
fun and scream about the issues you feel passionately 
about,” Amalfitano said. “It’s always nice to have 
people sing along with you and tell you that it means 
something to them.” 

Plagues vocalist Leo Atreides said it’s easy to see 
why there is so much hype for ACxDC.

Gerhardt hopes that the show at Hamburger Mary’s 
will reawaken Long Beach’s dormant punk scene. 

“I know other promoters who do indie, hip hop, but 
I don’t know any promoters doing punk rock here in 


Long Beach,” he said. “Since The Vault died, every- 
one stopped, so I’m trying to bring it back.” 

Amalfitano said that following the show at Ham- 
burger Mary’s, ACxDC’s plans include a tour that 
kicks off July 12. 

“We’re gonna be doing our first West Coast tour all 
the way to the northwest and Canada,” he said. “Then 
we’re coming back and playing the Sound and Fury 
Festival.” 

Meanwhile, Gerhardt is determined to keep punk 
rock above water in Long Beach. 

“T love the scene, and I’m not prepared to see it go,” 
Gerhardt said.

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49ers rebound from extra-innings loss with shutout victory 


LBSU splits a double- 
header with CSUN on 
national TV.

After extra-innings trouble carried 
over into their first game of a doublehead- 
er against Cal State Northridge Wednes- 
day, the 49ers bounced back with Aman- 
da Hansen’s second shutout of the series. 

Long Beach State (28-18, 10-5 Big 
West) took their season series with 
CSUN (18-26, 4-8) with a game-two 
win, but it couldn’t avoid another extra- 
innings loss in game one for the third 
time in four games. 


“Tt’s always a team loss,” head coach 
Kim Sowder said. “There’s always a lot 
of different opportunities during the 
game, both offensively and defensively, 
that can make a difference.” 

Starting pitcher Erin Jones-Wesley 
cruised through two hitless innings be- 
fore CSUN got to her. 

A successful bunt attempt by center 
fielder Abby Linn allowed right fielder 
Crystal Maas to drive Linn in with a dou- 
ble to left-center field in the third inning. 

Two consecutive errors followed and 
allowed a second run to score. After 
second baseman Nalani St. Germain 
mishandled a force attempt, catcher 
Dana Garcia overthrew a’ball to first 
base, allowing CSUN shortstop May- 
lynn Mitchell to score. 

The Matadors had four errors of their 
own, but the 49ers only cashed in one of 
them with a third-inning run brought in 


by shortstop Shayna Kimbrough. 

In the fifth, Kimbrough tied the 
game with a run-scoring double to left 
field that brought home center fielder 
Leilani Tupua-Tautalatasi. 

Jones-Wesley returned to the mound 
for the eighth inning but couldn’t hold 
the tie any longer. She came close to 
getting herself out of a jam when left 
fielder Brianna Stephan gunned down 
Korrine Randazzo at home plate, but 
a single down the right field line by 
CSUN’s Tanna Bindi allowed two more 
runs, and the ‘Niners fell-4-2. 

“J feel like I just kind of lost it a little 
bit?’ Jones-Wesley said. “Walking that 
second batter put me in a worse position.” 

In back end of the doubleheader, 
Hansen shut out the Matadors for the 
second time in two weeks. This time, 
she did it in front of ESPNU cameras. 

Hansen said last week she pitched 


through tonsillitis. This time she said 
she felt back to normal but that it didn’t 
necessarily make the shutout easier. 

“J felt a lot better,” Hansen said, “and 
just being on television was really cool. 
I’ve always wanted to do that.” 

Hansen, who. was interviewed by 
ESPN following her gem, said that the 
thrill of having the spotlight on her 
helped her to pitch so effectively. 

However, Sowder said that Hansen’s. 
strong performance was rooted in much 
more than that. 

“Tt am happy for [Hansen],” Sowder 
said. “She has worked extremely hard, and 
she continues to get better and better in the 
season from beginning to end, and that’s 
what you want to see, is improvement.” 

Sowder said she-was impressed with 
the team’s performance even before 
Hansen settled in. 

“Shayna [Kimbrough] did a great job 


of getting us started in the first inning,” 
she said. “Right away we just ... played 
good softball.” 

Kimbrough opened the inning with 
a prompt single down the left field line 
on the first pitch. Hannah De Gaetano 
singled and Darian. Tautalafua walked to 
load the bases, enabling Karli Sandoval 
to drive Kimbrough in with a sacrifice fly. 

After doubling to left-center field, 
Sarah Carrasco brought in The Beach’s 
other run.on a sacrifice fly by Stephan. 

“It’s just nice to get back on the win- 
ning side,’ Sowder said. “I am happy 
with this game and that we bounced 
back because that was three tough 
games in a row that we lost with teams 
coming back.” : 

The 49ers will host Santa Barbara 
for a three-game series starting with a 
doubleheader on Saturday. The double- 
header’s first game will start at 1 p.m.

The second-ranked Long Beach 
State men’s volleyball team will seek 
its first NCAA tournament appearance 
since 2008 when it starts the Mountain 
Pacific Sports Federation tournament 
this weekend. 

The 49ers (22-7, 18-6 MPSF) will 
begin the tournament by hosting No. 
6 Stanford on Saturday night. Head 
coach Alan Knipe said he and his team 
are eager to begin postseason play and 
make a run at a national championship. 

“This is what you get ready for,” Knipe 
said. “This is what the 7 a.m. mornings 
are about in the Fall —trying to get better

Knipe and his ‘Niners traveled to Pro- 
vo, Utah where they took down the top- 
ranked BYU Cougars in five games. 
Later on in the season, BYU came to 
The Beach and evened the season series 
by routing the 49ers in a 3-0 sweep. 

The 49ers rebounded after the loss 
to BYU by going on a five-game win 
streak to finish the regular season. 

“Tt wasn’t always perfect. It’s been 


an upward climb, but for the most part 
we’ve been getting better all year long, 
and I think we got better this past week,” 
Knipe said. “We’ll get into the gym and 
try to get a little bit better this week.” 

The MPSF is arguably the most 
competitive volleyball conference in 
the nation. In the last five years, all of 
the men’s volleyball national titles have 
been from teams in the MPSF. Winning 
an MPSF title also has some positive 
implications, as the last three teams 
that won the MPSF tournament went on 
to win the NCAA title. 

However, looking past Stanford is 
not something Knipe is about to let his 
team do. 

“Tt doesn’t matter what the match- 
ups are, whether it be Stanford and us, 
Santa Barbara’s playing Irvine, UCLA 
and Pepperdine,” he said. “If you get 
caught up looking too far ahead, you'll 
be regretting the way you prepared for 
the match.” 

For now, Knipe and the ‘Niners will 
be narrowing their focus as they pre- 
pare for Stanford. 

Overall, LBSU will look to play up 
to it’s potential, leaving every ounce of 
energy on the court in the process. 

“All year long we said, ‘How good 
can we get? How far can we go?” Knipe 
said. “Now, we go into a single elimina- 
tion tournament, and we’re going to re- 
ally test where we’re at. I look forward to 
it, and I know our guys do too.” 

The 49ers and Cardinal will face off at 
7 p.m. Saturday at the Walter Pyramid.
